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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The use of a slurry 
comprising ceramic powders dispersed in glycol in obtaining polyesters and articles 
thereof is known in the art as taught by the abstract of JP 02034659A and JP 
63104951 . Especially, said JP 02034659A teaches employing ceramic fine powders 
having an average of particle size of up to 1 micron. However, said JP 02034659A 
does not teach aggregated ceramic powders since it recites ceramic fine powders. 
Also, the instant examples and comparative examples show unexpected result (higher 
mechanical strength and better transparency) of employing a mean particle size of 0.05 
to 0.5 iLim, which would rebut any obviousness over the art of the record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Pat. 6,648,645 teaches employing about 30 to about ninety 
percent be weight of ceramic particles having a particle size of about 0,5 to about 50 
microns in ethylene glycol at col. 3, lines 55-56 and col. 4, lines 7-8 and 20.
